OB courier observer, AA-8* All concerned felt that the Slovkk operation vaa a 
bad. risk from the start and that it was the type of spon so red-group operation 
which we plan consciously to avoid in the future. T^e arrest of AA-8 was not 
an unmitigated disaster, since C J as a result of this arrest met AA-1, and 
AA-1 has agreed to submit himself and his agents to CARRIAGE testing and to 
conform to strict reporting standards— including contact reporting and full 
PRQs Parts I and II, as well as opera tional clearance prodedures.
